Cotton Fields to 


Be Surveyed Here 


Measuring of Acreage Ex- 


pected to Be Complet- 


ed by July 1 


All Hempsleaci county community 


committecmen working under the pro- 
visions of the Bankhcad act, were call- 
ed to the county agent's office in Hope 
Tuesday morning where they were 
given instructions as to the measuring 
of cotlon fields in their respective dis- 
tricts. The measurements will establish 
proof of each farmer's adherence to 
the terms of his contract with the 
government covering cotton produc- 
tion for 1935. 


The work willl he be carried on sim- 


ilar to the way it was handled in 
1934. Every cotton field in Hempstead 
county will be measured, whether the 
owner Is a contract signer or a non- 
signer for the year. All measurements 
will be turned in to Ihe county agent's 
office where the totals will be com- 
puted to sec whether all farmers are 
living up to the terms of their con- 
tracls and leaving out of production 
the hinds which were to bo left out 
under the contracts. 


The work will begin next Monday 


it is announced by the county agent. 
It will be then before all the forms 
arc in the hands of the community 
ccmmitteemen. There will be no work 
this year for the committeemen ex- 
cept making the actual measurements 
and drawing a rough sketch of each 
farm measured. All computations will 
be handled by the agent's office. 


The work is being commenced a 


full month earlier this year than it 
was last, and while the county agent 
is aware that it cannot be completed 
by the first of July, he is anxious that 
as much of it be finished by then as 
possible. This will depend to a large 
extent upon the cooperation the farm- 
ers give the committeemen when they 
come to their farms to do the work.
